The Revenue, Credit, and Securities of the
Government.
From. the Times,

Tho internal revenue of the National Treasury
averaged $6,850,828 In each of the pasy two
weeks, and w ll smount to about five million dol.
lars in the week now closing.

Thus far in the corrent dscal year, commenning
with July 1, 1885, the income of the Government
from this increasinely prolific source hna baen &
trifle  over $200,000,000, or equal to a weekly
average of $6,242,4U—a mate which, curried
through the remaining niweteen wooks ol the
yoar, would meke Lhe aegregatc of the year's
revenue, (rom internul taxation alone, $324.-
600,048, or over one hundred and thirtean mil-
lion dollars more than the lotéroal revenus in
the lsst Oscnl year, and noarly three times that
of the year ¢nding with Jane 30, 1864, The fol-

lowing are the comparative dgures:—

We give the official returns for 18834, and
1864-5, We make up the total for 1865-6,
from the senioncial returns for thirty-three
weeks, and take the weekly average for this
period to enable us to give an approximate esti-
muta of the revenue tor tho whole of the current
fiscal year, The indications are that the aotual
result will be handsomely ahend of our eatimate,
Assuming the latter, however, a8 a rellable basis
of compurison, we find that it exceeds the calco-
lutions ol ll.lu"h‘eamry Department by filty-two
and a hall million dollars; the Ilncome of the
Inat fizcal year by $113,455,419; and that of the
yoar ending June 30, 1804, by $207,460, 200, or
nearly as much ss the total revenue for the
whole of the year ending June 80, 1865,

The customs revenue (In coin) of the Govern-
ment ihmuﬁh the port of New York, hts boon
$2,641,000 thos far in the current week, making
$7,252,000 mnce the tirst fvstant; $19,702,000
since the 15t of January, 1866; and $5,,429,000
since the commencement of the present fisosl
yeur, July 1, 1865, This is equal to s weekly
aversge ol nearly $2,000,000, or a yearly aggre-
gate of about $135,000,000 in gold, worth, ut the

resent market valve of the precions metal,

187,135,000 mm eurrency. The most relinble
estimales of the customs revenue of the Govern-
ment, \hrough all the ports ol the country, place
the sggregate ag bich us $180,000,000 in gold for
the whole of the current Uscal yvear, which, at
the ruling market pnice, would be eqnal to
$247,500,000 in enmrrency. This would muke the
grand income ol the National Treasury from
internal revenue and customs duties, for the
yvear ending with Jupe 30, 1866, equivalent fo
about five bundred and seventy-iwo million dol-
lars in currency.

Granting that the aggregale expenses of the
Government will reawcn $3560,000,000 (a wvery
liberal jestimate indeed) in the ourrent fiscal
year, the anticipaied revemve, as indieated
above, would meet all the disbursements and
leave consideraply over two hundred million
dollars to be applied to the reduction of the
public indebteduess, in such form acd manner
us would be most in harmony will the judicious
policy ol Secretary MeCulloch,

In view of these mgnificant “'facts and figures,”
and of the very manilest disposition ot Congress
to render all possble aid to the Secretary of the
Treasury in bis gieanot ¢ labor of adjusting the
pational finknces to *‘the new order of things,"”
the inspirl.ing financial strength end credit of
the Government ate indigputable, and becoming
more and more clearly recognized day after day.
Indirect evidence of this is furnished by the
swong downward tendency of goia, and the
steady rise in the market value of the puplie
funds, The fuil in gold from the highest price,
thus far in the current year, is rullly seven per
cent, On the other hand, there has been a nota-
ble improvement in the national stocks since the
opening of the year, not ounly in regard Lo the
vastly lucreased investment demand developed
by the low prices juling in December, but also
a8 shown in the actual advanca on those prices,

The rise in the value of the public securities
has not lessened the eagerness of buyers to pur
chuse them, On the contrary, it would seem to
have had a directly opposite eff«ct. Within the
past fow days, the volume of business operations
in the Government bouds and noteés has been
very large, on a rapidly advanciog market. The
inquiry has been unusually comprehensive, run-
ming on sl the six and five per cent coinbeur-
ing stocks, ns weil as on the Seven-thirties, com-
pound interest unoles, and cettitdeates ol in-
debtedness,

The heaviest transactiops have been in the
Five-twenty gold bonds and the Seven-thirty
potes, The latter are now within o fraction of
their par value, snd resolutely alppreciating.
under a brisk investw ent demantd, o satisy
wlich, especially in the instance of the nores of
the smuller denowinations, the commission
houses experience much difficulty, The Five-
twenties, which a shori tice ugo were as low as
804(@1004, are now up to 10341084, and are in
active request at buoyant rates. Al these eir-
cumsiances are eminently suegestive of the
stendy growth of the public credit, sod of the no
less unilorm tmprovement in the porchasing
power of the lawful money of tne couniry, as
determined by the specie stundard.

Lincoln had replied that be would do this,”

Mr. Howaid, one of the Comgpittes, objected

“He felt certsin that Mr, Lincoln hud never
promised to withdmw the troops row Simter,
45 an inducement to the Viginta Convention to
adjourn, for he would hiave been swept from his
seat by the indignant people of the North,

“pr. Haldwin replied that his memory was
good, and svch was his impression; bat &s he
was alone with Mr, Lineoin on that occasion,
and there was no one now to rebnt his temtis
mony, he wonld not give it as anything more
than an impression loft upon his mind,”

He knows, also, that the efect of the election
of such men as bimeol! is to strenglben the
Radicals, to give a kind of justification to their
refusal to admit the Southern delegations, and
to induce the Northern people to tavor tha
punishment of unrepentant trators, and more
sevore legislat-on in regard to the South, whose
pol ticians show themselves so incapable of ap-
preciating clemency, and so utterly destitute of
common senge, We hope that the leading Re-
bels of the Bouth will bave the zood taste to
imitate Mr. Stephens’ example, and refnse to
serve, even il the politicians are foolish enough
to elect them, and thus compel the seleojion of

Why this was done General Palmer
muy explain in his statement that toe civil
authorities afford no justice or protection to the
veglo in Kentucky, The proreeding, at all
events, stirred up the wrath of the Biate Benate
to a high pitch. Mr, Govin thought we were
under a centralized despotism; that the military
authorities were seeking to degrnde Kentucky
through mere malevolence; and he said that "if
we cannot get redress in anv other way, he was for
resistance, even at the point of the bayonet, Lo
determive whether we are Irvemen or slaves,”

Recent Commercizl Treaties in Europe,
From the Warld,

In addressing his copstitucnis at Asbiton, less
than three weeks ago, Milner Gibson, President
of the EBoglish Board of Trade, gave some im-
portant information as to Lthe results of the com-
mercinl treaty between France and England, for
which not only thege countries, but Buarope
fteelf, 18 indebted to the late Richard Cobden.
These benelicial elfects are nol w be tound alone
iu the moral advantages arising from more
clesely cemented relations between the two
nations which were parties 10 the treaty, or
merely in the direct results, which are tolerabiy
well understood and appreciated. Evem the
commercinl consequences produced by it are
not duly estimated by those who conside, only
the great inerease of trade between the two
leading commercial nations of the Old World,

Bince the rutifleation of the treaty with
France, the value of the exports of Eugland to
ihe Kuropean coniinent have inoressnd from
anbout 66 willions, in 1840, to more than 100
milbops in 1866; avd the inorease undoubled)
would have been much larger but for (he def-
oweney of cotlon arlsiog from our own war, 'The
